DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 3, first two paragraphs of communication filed 
March 15, 2004, with respect to the rejections and objections of claims 1-24 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections under 35 U.S.C 102, the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C 103, and the objections of claims 1-24 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 17 include the limitations that a biological particle identification 
apparatus comprises a laser diode which excites fluorescence in biomolecules, and 
establishes whether a particle is biologically viable or inert. Claim 20 includes the 
limitations that a biological particle identification apparatus comprises a laser diode 
which excites fluorescence in biomolecules, and establishes whether a particle is 
biologically viable or inert.
